Worsham received the National Award for Clean Water Conservation from the Brightwater
Conservation Trust Fund, which he serves as a board member; and

WHEREAS, a fifteen-year member of the Heritage Conservation Trust Fund Board, Earl
Worsham is a person of integrity and an active citizen whose benevolence, acumen, and strong
commitment to public service have helped to enhance the well-being of this State and its
citizens; and
